Greenbelt is now a part of 
the 22nd district. This is 
Ross’ first effort to seek a 
state elected office. 

Ross, who resides in 
Greenbelt, is a lifelong resi- 
dent of Prince George’s 
County. He spent his early 
childhood in University Park 
and later moved to Greenbelt 
during his adolescent years. 
While residing in Greenbelt, 
he graduated from Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School and 
from the University of Mary- 
land. 

Ross’ mother, Dr. Jane 
Ross, served as deputy com- 
missioner of the Social Secu- 
rity Administration in the 
Clinton Administration. His 
father, Judge David Ross, 
also a Clinton Administration 
official, served in the House 
of Delegates for eight years 
(1970 - 1978) representing a 





district which included 
Greenbelt and Berwyn 
Heights. 


Ross has been an active 
member of the Democratic 
party for many years. He 
got his start as the president 
of the Prince George s 
County Young Democrats 
and as an executive board 
member of the Young Demo- 
crats of America. In 1998, he 
was elected to the Demo- 
cratic Central Committee and 
continues to serve. 

Ross works in commercial 
real estate in Prince George’s 
County as a real estate con- 
SHIA Cor the we enimnce 
George’s County Redevelop- 
ment Authority. He works di- 
rectly with the Arts and En- 
tertainment District located in 
the Hyattsville area. He also 
serves on the Legislative 
Committee as a member of 
the Prince George’s Chamber 
of Commerce, a member of 
the North College Park Busi- 
ness Association, a member 
Of Pthe Prince Gcorce s 
County High-Technology 
Council, and a member of 
both the Interfaith Action 
Committee and the Coalition 
for Quality Education.

Council OKs Green Ridge 
Parking; Buys New Cars

Final approval for the pro- 
posed Green Ridge House Park- 
ing Management Program was 
given by the Greenbelt City 
Council by a vote of 4 to 1 at 
their meeting on July 8, with 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
voting no. In dissenting, Turn- 
bull declared, “I think it’s a big 
mistake to not cap the number of 
permits ... | think we should have 
a small but meaningful fee for is- 
suance of a parking space.” 

The approved plan states that 
permits will be required only be- 
tween 5 p.m. and 7:30 a.m. At all 
other times, the parking lot will 
be open to visitors, caregivers, 
people in the neighborhood, and 
others. In addition, each apart- 
ment unit will have only one per- 
mit, but the total number of per- 
mits will not be tied to the num- 
ber of existing spaces. If the 
number of permits exceeds the 
number of spaces, the spaces will 
be on a first-come, first served 
basis. 

Vehicles will have to be moved 
at least once a week, except for 
extenuating circumstances such 
as a prolonged medical stay. Per- 
mits will be reviewed annually. 
There are now 60 permits. 

Council approved a staff rec- 
ommendation to purchase six 


2003 Ford Crown Victoria police 
vehicles from Norris Ford of Bal- 
timore for a total of $122,232 un- 
der the state bid allowed. The 
Fiscal Year 2003 Replacement 
Fund budget includes funding for 
replacement of six police vehicles. 
This amount is within the budget 
authorization. 

In other action, council ap- 
proved the signing of a Metro- 
politan Washington Council of 
Governments Memorandum of 
Understanding (MOU) for Animal 
Services. In approving the 
memorandum, the city agreed to 
assist other communities in the 
metropolitan Washington area in 
managing any emergency or di- 
saster involving animal care or 
control. In addition, Greenbelt 
would be authorized to request 
such assistance. (Forms of assis- 
tance could include housing and 
caring for animals, helping to cap- 
ture and transport them, or other 
support services.) 

Council also unanimously ap- 
proved a proposal to sponsor the 
Bike 4 Breast Cancer’s Pink Rib- 
bon Ride with in-kind services. 
The ride will take place on Sep- 
tember 21, with cyclists setting 
out from the Youth Center on a

Area Woman Softball Star 
Trying Out for Olympics

The fact that 
there are only two 
women’s softball 
leagues in_ the 
Washington metro- 
politan area has a 
lot to do with the 
presence in Green- 
belt of a happy 
Renaissance 
woman who says 


the movie “My 
Big Fat Greek 
Wedding” is “a 
blueprint of my hfe — a docu- 
mentary!” She and her relatives 


all loved the movie, she says. 

This is Catherine Zaranis, 29, 
an American who hopes to play 
softball for the 2004 Greek Olym- 
pic team. She is a fearless 
woman with sparkling blue eyes 
who laughs a lot, works as a for- 
eign exchange specialist for a cor- 
poration, speaks several lan- 
guages, was in the Peace Corps 
(in Romania) and now plays fast- 
pitch softball for the Lady Steal- 
ers of the Greenbelt Women’s 
Fast-Pitch League. She’s good 
at math, statistics and economics 
too. 

One of the women’s softball 
leagues is in Fairfax, and one is in 
Greenbelt. Zaranis chose to play 
in Greenbelt. She will go to 
Tampa, Fla. in late August to try 
out for the Olympics and mean- 
time is working hard to be in

shape. Last week 
she was on 
Braden Field be- 
ing videotaped as 
she demonstrated 
her batting, 
bunting, throwing, 
fielding and run- 
ning for presenta- 
tion to the Olym- 
pics softball offi- 
cials who had in- 
vited her to try 
out. They were in 
America to scout players, and 
will select 30 Olympic possibilities 
from the 100 videotapes being 
collected. 

Zaranis explains that being an 
American of Greek descent makes 
her eligible for Greek citizenship 
along with her American citizen- 
ship, because Greece, which is 
steadily losing population, is anx- 
ious to count among its own 
even those of Greek descent who 
are citizens of other countries. 
As to slow-pitch vs. fast-pitch 
ball, she says, “I don’t care what 
I’m playing, fast- or slow-pitch, I 
just love softball.” (in the Olym- 
pics, it is fast-pitch.) An older 
cousin taught her to play. 
Zaranis has 40 first cousins (“a 
lot of them named Nick,” she 
laughs), half of them living in the 
U.S. and half in Greece.

Bruce Bowman, Activist, 
Outstanding Citizen, Dies

Bruce Bow- 
man, 88, of 
Southway, life- 
long community 
activist and 
leader in Green- 
belt cooperatives, 
succumbed to 
renal failure at 
the Hospice of 
Northern Virginia 
Acute Care Cen- 
ter in Arlington 
on July 16, 2002. 

Known as | 
“Mr. Cooperator’”’ 
throughout 
Greenbelt, he was 
active in many 
Greenbelt coop- 
eratives. In fact it was because 
of his interest in cooperatives 
and his having joined the coop- 
erative movement that he brought 
his family to Greenbelt. 

Born in Manhattan, N.Y. on 
April 20, 1914, he later moved to 
Elgin, Il. When a student at 
Antioch College, he married a 
fellow student Ruth Anne Skinner 
in 1937. He graduated in 1938. 

During World War II, he 
served in the Navy from 1944 to 
1946. While in the Navy he and 
his family came to 14-Z-3 Laurel 
Hill Road in 1944.

After the war 
he became edu- 
cation director 
for the Rochdale 
Cooperative in 
Washington, 
D.C. Later he 
worked for the 
U.S. Corps of 
Engineers. 

Co-ops 

In Greenbelt 
he immediately 
became involved 
in the commu- 
nity. In 1946 he 
| was elected to 
1 the board of 

Greenbelt Con- 

sumer Coopera- 
tive (GCC), predecessor of the 
present Greenbelt Co-op, and later 
became an employee of GCC. He 
was also a member of the co-op 
nursery school and co-op kinder- 
garten where Mrs. Bowman once 
taught. 

When the federal government 
decided to sell Greenbelt, Mr. 
Bowman joined in a group, the 
Greenbelt Mutual Home Owners 
Corporation, later named the 
Greenbelt Veterans Housing Cor- 
poration (GVHC) and went door

Court Will Decide Future 
Of New Post Office Site

After several continuances, 
the City of Greenbelt’s suit to 
condemn the land proposed for a 
new United States Post Office fa- 
cility is now scheduled for Au- 
gust 2, 3 and 4 in Prince 
George’s County Circuit Court in 
Upper Marlboro. However, a 
settlement could be reached 
among the parties involved prior 
to the August court date. If this 
occurs, the city’s condemnation 
suit would be dismissed. If a 
settlement is not reached, it 1s 
unknown whether the city would 
proceed with the case. Judge 
Thomas P. Smith notes, “There 
will be no further continuance (of 
this case) for any reason.” 

The land for the proposed 
larger postal facility, known as 
Lot 2, is located on Hanover 
Parkway and Ora Glen Drive be- 
tween two existing tracts of of- 
fice buildings — Commerce Center 
1 on Lot 1 at the corner of 
Hanover Parkway and Greenbelt 
Road and Commerce Center 2’s 
one-story and three-story build- 
ings on Lot 3, across Ora Glen 
Drive from the post office site. 
The city has site and landscape 
plans for the project. Federal 
funding for the projected postal 
facility has been approved. The 
new post office will expand its 
service area but will retain the 
sales functions and post office 
boxes in the existing post office 


in Roosevelt Center. 

The city resorted to the con- 
demnation suit after an earlier 
suit failed to remove a unilateral 
covenant restricting development 
on the post office site to only 
commercial office buildings. Cir- 
cuit Court Judge William B. 
Spellbring, Jr. ruled in September 
1999 that the covenant was en- 
forceable. At the time, John 
Turpin, formerly of the U.S. 
Postal Service’s Facilities Depart- 
ment, said, “We have a contract 
[for the land] but have not 
closed on acquisition. There is 
one minor question.” He was re- 
ferring to the unilateral covenant 
placed on the property in 1991 
by former owner, Green Ora Lim- 
ited Partnership.

number of routes, ranging from a 
two-mile “fun ride” around the 
lake to a 50-mile route that high- 
lights Greenbelt, BARC, the 
Patuxent Research Refuge, NASA 
and the Washington-Baltimore & 
Annapolis rail-trail. 

Changes to the City Code En- 
forcement Program were intro- 
duced by planning director Celia 
Craze and given a first reading 
by council. The proposed 
changes included allowing the 
city to impound unsafe vehicles 
on city streets immediately in- 
stead of having to wait 48 hours, 
changing the number of citations 
a vehicle is allowed to receive 
before it’s “booted” from five to 
three, and allowing abandoned 
vehicles to be impounded from 
commercial property. 

One amendment to the code 
would differentiate the noise limit 


for the daytime from that for 
nighttime hours. The daytime 
hours would be from 7 a.m. to 9 
p.m. on weekdays, and 9 a.m. to 
9 p.m. on weekends. Section 
11.5-6(a) of the code states that 
‘‘a person must not cause or per- 
mit noise levels that exceed the 
following maximum allowable 
noise levels (dBA) as measured 
at a receiving noise area: (1) day- 
time maximum: 65 dBA; (2) night- 
time maximum: 55 dBA.” Another 
amendment would limit the noise 
levels of power lawn mowers, leaf 
blowers and other appliances to 
70 dBA at a distance of 50 feet 
from the sources. Burglar and 
vehicle alarms would have to be 
silenced within 30 minutes. 

A fine of $1,000 each for re- 
moving or destroying trees on 
any city property was also pro- 
posed.

to door asking people to buy 
their home and form a new coop- 
erative. By January 1, 1953, 
GVHC became the owner of most 
of the Greenbelt residential com- 
munity and a new cooperative 
was formed. In 1957, the coop- 
erative was re-named Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI). Mr. Bowman 
was a charter member of GHI and 
served as a director and secre- 
tary. He was still a member in 
1979 to help celebrate in a mort- 
gage-burning ceremony for GHI. 
An original signer of that mort- 
gage, he was the only one who 
was still present in Greenbelt. 

In 1957 when the local bank 
was unable to provide loans for 
cooperatives and the Credit 
Union could provide only three 
year loans, a way had to be 
found to provide the necessary 
financing for the sale and resale 
of GHI homes, Mr. Bowman 
played a major role in the found- 
ing of Twin Pines Savings and 
Loan Association. This allowed 
GHI to continue as a viable co- 
operative. Mr. Bowman worked 
as assistant manager and manager 
of Twin Pines from 1966 to 1974. 
He also served on the Twin Pines 
board of directors. 

He was a founding member of 
the Maryland Suburban Memorial 
Society, a cooperative formed to 
reduce the high cost of funerals. 
He was connected in an official 
capacity with Rapidan Camps and 
the Potomac Cooperative Federa- 
tion. 

Other Services 

From 1959 to 1961 Mr. Bow- 
man served on the Greenbelt City 
Council. He took a leadership 
role in the fight for fair housing 
in the county. He also served 
for about 20 years in the local, 
county and state Parent-Teacher 
Association. A president of the 
Greenbelt Garden Club and a 
member of Canoe Cruisers Asso- 
ciation, he was also a Notary 
Public of the State of Maryland

and was appointed a Democratic 
election judge. A former member 
of Greenbelt Community Church 
and Cedar Lane Unitarian Univer- 
salist Church, for the past three 
years he had been a member of 
Paint Branch Unitarian Universal- 
ist Church in Adelphi.

In 1988 Greenbelt conferred on 
him its most prestigious award, 
Outstanding Citizen. Committee 
chair Tom Renahan in announc- 
ing that year’s choice said, “This 
extraordinary citizen has made a 
career of voluntary service, and 
he was there when Greenbelt 
needed him most.”

Spokespersons for Green Ora 
and the Midland Company 
claimed that the unilateral cov- 
enant placed on Lot 2, where the 
post office would be built, runs 
with the land, even though Green 
Ora lost the property to Madison 
National Bank, their lender, which 
in turn was taken over in 1994 by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation (FDIC) when the 
bank failed. The FDIC then sold 
the land. A Green Ora spokesper- 
son had contended that a post 
office facility on Lot 2 between 
the two existing office buildings 
would lower the value of the sur- 
rounding office building proper- 
ties. 

Although earlier land cov- 
enants had always been signed 
by both the owner and the city, 
the city was unaware of the uni- 
lateral covenant that Green Ora 
placed on Lot 2 in 1991. It was 
only signed by the then owners, 
Green Ora. The city asserted that 
Green Ora’s action violated earlier 
covenants and amendments 


signed by both the city and the 
initial developer. 

The original covenants, 
signed in 1985 by Smith Ewing, 
the developer at the time, and 
the Greenbelt City Council, 
spelled out the types of develop- 
ment permitted on each of the 
three lots but then offered the 
right of substitution based on 
traffic generation. This action was 
taken because the properties were 
zoned Commercial Shopping Cen- 
ter, which neither the developer 
nor the city desired. 

In giving its support for a 
new post office on Lot 2, the 
city council signaled it would not 
enforce the earlier covenant on 
the tract to which the city was a 
party, which permits a corporate 
suite hotel or office building. At 
one time, it was thought that the 
land would be developed as a 
corporate suite hotel, but that 
venture fell through and the over- 
building of office space prevented 
the land from being developed 
with an office building.

At the Greenbelt City Council 
meeting on July 8, the two new 
Prince George’s County School 
Board members from Greenbelt, 
Abby Crowley and Jose Morales, 
were introduced and invited to 
comment on their new roles. 
Crowley remarked that it is a 
“time of great promise.” She said 
that the board would like to “get 
away from wrangling about ‘it’s 
not in my district’ ... We’re going 
to try very, very hard to do what 
a school board is supposed to 
do, which is to focus on policy 
and accountability.” 

“T’m a volunteer, I’m a volun- 


teer, I’m a volunteer,” emphasized 
Morales, a former Outstanding 
Citizen of Greenbelt. Morales 
noted that committees are being 
formed within the new school 
board. “Each one of us chairs 
one committee,” he said, “plus we 
serve on two other committees. I 
don’t represent only the Latino 
community. I represent every- 
body. So if you need me to get 
involved, I will get involved,” he 
added. 

Councilmember Tom White 
commented that “There are enor- 
mous challenges for the system.” 


Public Comments Sought 
On Goddard Master Plan 


NASA’s Goddard Space Flight 
Center (GSFC), in consultation 
with federal, state and local offi- 
cials, has released draft docu- 
ments describing the center’s fa- 
cilities master planning proposals 
for its site in Greenbelt. 

Copies of the plan are avail- 
able for public review at the 
Greenbelt library, and comments 
are welcome until September 3. 

A facilities master plan is a 20- 
year plan for changes to build- 
ings, roads, fences, utilities and 
land use. The new plan sets 
general guidelines for the many 
individual proposals to change 
center facilities during that time 
frame. 

There are two volumes of 
documents. In addition to the 
draft facilities master plan, the 
first volume contains a draft 
transportation management plan, 
which describes the center’s pro- 
gram to encourage employees to 
carpool and use mass transit. 

The second volume contains a 
draft environmental assessment, 
which describes the engineering 
analysis of the likely conse- 
quences of the proposals in the 
Master Plan. Consequences in- 
clude effects on natural features 
(woodlands, wetlands and wild- 
life), cultural resources (historic 


buildings and sites), and nearby 
homes, roadways and commerce. 

The plan includes a proposal 
to relocate over the next two 
years a part of Soil Conservation 
Service Road to a new route 
across GSFC. While the specific 
route is still under study, GSFC 
has announced its preference for 
relocating the road to the east. 
The draft environmental assess- 
ment describes this proposal and 
its consequences in detail. 

Comments are solicited from 
federal, state and local agencies; 
elected officials; and other inter- 
ested groups and individuals in 
the community. Written com- 
ments may be addressed to the 
Facilities Management Division, 
Code 220, Attention: Facilities 
Master Plan, Goddard Space 
Flight Center, Greenbelt, MD 
20771. Comment by e-mail may 
be sent to fmplan@ gsfc.nasa. gov. 

At the end of the comment 
period, the documents will be 
presented to the National Capital 
Planning Commission, the coordi- 
nators of master plans at federal 
facilities in the Washington area.

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A Greenbelt Gardener

The heat of summer 
has truly arrived. Be 
very happy when day- 
time temperatures stay 
below 85 degrees and 
nights cool down be- 
low 70 degrees. These 
relatively temperate 
days and nights allow 
us and the garden plants to 
breathe a sigh of relief. 

The really hot days dry the 
garden out very quickly. So keep 
an eye on how moist the soil 
looks in the garden beds. 

Tomatoes are not yet ripe in 
most gardens. Some gardeners 
work to have the earliest toma- 
toes in the neighborhood. The 
rest of us can expect the first ripe 
tomatoes of the year during the 
upcoming weeks. 

Peppers won’t set fruit in very 
hot weather, which is to say, a 
pepper flower won’t turn into a 
small developing pepper. But 
don’t worry, the plant will do fine 
and will set fruit on days that are 
merely “hot” as opposed to “very 
hot.” Most of the time pepper 
plants will continue to produce 
fruit until the arrival of frost. 

Perennial flowers come back 
year after year and are the back- 
bone of the summer garden. By 
having different annual flowers 
each year, the appearance of the 
garden can be unique each year.

Perennial flowers, as a 
rule of thumb, bloom for 
a few weeks and annu- 
als all summer long. 

The daylily is a fa- 
vorite early summer pe- 
rennial. Each flower 
only blooms for a day, 
but flower after flower 
appears on each stalk. The wild 
orange ones are so tough that 
they grow in patches along road- 
sides. Though these are nice, 
the gardener can choose from 
many varieties that are bigger 
and come in a range of colors, 
from yellow to red. Some are 
pleasantly scented. These are 
hardy and pest-free plants. 

Daylilies have been in bloom 
around the city. Fine displays 
were seen on Crescent Road be- 
tween Northway and Greenhill 
Road, at the Community Center 
and at the post office. The 
flower beds at the post office 
feature several flowers in bloom 
in addition to daylilies, including 
the seldom-seen red-hot poker, 
the spike with orangish flowers 
on top. The yellow daisies with 
brown centers are black-eyed 
Susans (rudbeckia). The huge 
plants now blooming are Joe Pye 
weed. It’s a good example of a 
wildflower that plant breeders 
have worked with to produce a 
fine garden flower.
